at the present tine throughout the 
Catiada. Thou- 
sands of dollars are expended annual- 
ly iu. the scientific breeding of theac 
valuable littld animals, and the. in- 
dustry ‘so far at least has: proven. a 
success, Few people . realize, how- 


q ‘ever, that far from being modern in: 


its origin, the raising. of animats for 
their fur is, in polut-of fact, centuries 
old. However the art of breeding sil- 


ver black foxes successfully isa pro-| 


duct .of the latter part of. the nine- 
teénth century, and cven today the 
industry is still in the process of per-. 
fection, 

Canada is. truthfully said tohave the 


‘edge on thia country when it comes 


to silver black fox-raising... It was 
a Canadian, Charles Dalton, of Prince 
Edward Istand; who. first successfully 
bred these almost priceless foxes, and 
is ‘still far ahead of any other country 
in’ this unique ‘enterprise. About 
twenty-five years. ago, Daiton. who 
was a farmer, happened by chance 
upon .a) litter of black fox, and: con- 
ceived the idea that. upon. the enor- 
mons price these. furs were. bringing 
in. Etiropeau marketa, there onght to 
be a fortune ‘in it for the one who 
could raise them practically. For a 
number of years he conducted a. black 
fox ranch in ‘secret, and the*animals 
were bred ouly for. their fur, and since 
the choice fine dark. skins brought 
anywhere from five hnndred to three 
thousand dollars ‘a’ piece, he realized 
considerable from his undertaking, as 
he secured only. the finest skins. by 
careful feeding and watching. A few. 
years ago, it occurred: to Dalton that 
there was more money inraising these}: 
animals for sale as breeders, as oth- 
ers were beginning to try their hand 
int the: business,.-and so for the past 
six yeats-he has sold- nothing bate live | 
black foxes. 

The top notch price now on record 
for a pair.of pure. silver black foxes is 
$40,000, aud-since, the price of all oth- 
er ‘furs has increased. many times 
their value in.the past few years, itis 
thought {that Ina short time, silver 
black foxes will be worth.their weight 
in gold. The little island where Dal- 


toi began his operations is now. stud- 


ded with black fox ranches, and while 
the land there is.well adapted for.fox 


".| breeding, they can be raised in other 
‘| districts as well.

The. gradual extermination of witd 


“| animals, throughout the continent has 


brought on an alarming scarcity in 
raw ‘furs avithin’ the pass few years, 
and* Mr. A. B, Shubert, of Chicago, 
president ofthe A. B, Shubert, Inc., 
the largest -house in the word dealing 
exclusively in American caw furs, has 
shown that if attention is not given.to 
the domestic ‘culture of certain ani- 
Inala, the country will soon lose onc of 
its greatest industries. Among other 
things (he has euconraged and fost- 
eved the silver fox farming and thou- 
‘sands of inquirica- are being received 
from enthusiasts all over North Amer- 
ica. Last year. Shuberts collection of 
one hundred {and twenty. three black 
aud silver. foxes brought the highest 
prices ever known in ERuropean mark- 
ets. ‘The nobility of Europe vied 
with each other in bidding at the sales 
to obtain these beautiful furs. 
(Although there are thousands of 
dollars in it for the successful raiser 
of black and silver \fomes, a small 
number of [thease who attempt it suc- 
ceed toa practical extent, The rea- 
aon for this liewin the fact that who- 
ever engages in fox ‘farming must be 
fitted with a very even temperament 
andan abundance of patience, The 
habits ofthe animals must be atu- 
died carefully. They oust be pre- 
sented with an environment as close 
to nature as possible, and they must 
be left severely alone at breeding time. 
They are usually fed twice a day, and 
Teeeive a guarter {fof a pound of meat 
each day, but wild food auch as pig- 
eons, chickena, mite and rabbits, is 
also fed to them to keep ap their 
wild instincts, and make tRem feel 
more at home in their aurroundings. 
they arekept in wire netting enclos- 
urea and given plenty of opportunity 
tobuarrow, a concrete wall extending 
into the ground far some distance 
to prevent their escape. If the moth- 
er indisturbed in any way during 
breeding time, abe will eftentimes 
hell the entire litter of young ones, for 
fear of their safety, and many times 
the mera curiosity io know how many 
young thera were ia the sew Litter,

Hiack fox mate 
in February and Macch, and the lit- 
ters come in April and|May, or to be 
exact, fifty-four days later. Over- 
feeding has alao apelled idefeat for 
many a fox raiser, and it is even bet- 
ter toe underfeed than to overfeed 
these animals. QOverfeeding in dan- 
gerous as it causes intestinal trouble 
and fat aninals moreover, will not 
breed. 

Each sear thesupply of wild foxes 
becomes more scarce, and while the 
ranch bred fox is on the Increase. The 
Indians of Yukon territory captured 
Afty-six live foxes last year, only two 
of which were black. However, the 
pelts of the ranchbred fox are io 
many Waya superior to the wild skins, 
asthe animal can be closely watehed, 
and ecientifically fed. At the same 
time, the domestic culture of black 
and allver foxes Is-a tedioua undertak- 
ing. and while the succeasful fox 
raiser is handsemely awarded, many 
aave cast their lot, but few have had 
the akill aad patience to succeed.

1, Sth Michiyan volunteer cavalry, for 
three years, serving. with his regiment 
uutil October 10th, 1963, during w Sich 
time -he took part in twenty battles, 
besides skirmishes aud raids, He was 
captured at Janes City, Virginta, aud 
confined in Libby: prison and later at 
Andersonville. I forbear to blot his- 
tory with an account of his experi- 
ences there for seventeen months, He
